It is well to remember, in considering the m atter of extend­ 
ing further financial aid to Europe by the cancellation of the huge 
war defats, or making further large loans, that the economic re­ 
construction of the United States after the war made it possible 
for the extension of these debts, jinst as the lack of such methods 
over there has prevented recovery from the war and has furnished 
an excuse for the mendicant attitude of the European writers and 
lecturers who 'have been filling the press and the platforms of this 
country. 
Further material aid to Europe at this time would be merely 
to assist Old World countries to continue the international poli­ 
cies that are preventing their recovery. 
Demobilization, produc­ 
tive employment, and budget economy will never be hastened so 
long as the stream of credit from the United States pours in upon 
them. America can render no greater service to Europe than to 
refuse further vast credits, insist on the liquidation of those al­ 
ready granted, and serve notice that no further grants can be 
expected from this country until elementary principles of retrench­ 
ment have been adopted. 
The impression seems to be spreading abroad that the United 
States is wholly dissatisfied with the way European governments 
have conducted themselves since the war. The Genoa conference, 
and our refusal to attend, has l>cQn of assistance in emphasizing 
that view. European propagandists, however, have tried to divert 
attention away from contemplation of European weaknesses, and 
focus it once more upon American money as the only remedy for 
foreign ills. 
Did they but know it, they are doing more injury 
than good to their own cause, besides arousing much unnecessary 
resentment in the United States.

ANOTHER AUTOMOBILE TAX 


A bill providing for a new annual special tax on motor cars 
is now pending in Congress. 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press well 
says of this tin, in a long editorial protest; against its enactment: 
“Protection of property against larceny is the duty of the 
state to the individual without the imposition of specal cost. The 
Abjection, therefore, to the automobile branding law pending in 
Congress is that it lays a special charge upon the owner for the 
protection which is a common right. Car owners are justified in 
the complaint that they are being taxed to an extent that singles 
out the automobile among all property and lays upon it a burden 
out of reason and proportion. 
* 
* 
* 
they will not be censured 
if they protest any additional cost for police service which govern­ 
ment should furnish as part of its necessary functioning/’ 
Still, this dis not a whit more unreasonable or unjust, than to 
put the entire burden cf the heavy taxation for the building of 
trunk roads in Minnesota on the owners of automobiles, in addi­ 
tion to the present government tax. 
The public generally, and 
especially the owners of land near the highways, derive as much 
benefit from good roads as the auto owners. If the auto owners 
alone are compelled to pay for good roads a gasoline tax would 
in every way be fairer to all concerned, and tens of thousands of 
tourists who visit the state each year would also contribute to the 
road fund. Those who use the roads most would pay in propor­ 
tion, and the burden would not be heavy upon any.

It is 
seldom indeed that we have a visitor of prominence from Europe 
who has not come over to advocate cancellation of our war loans, 
to request a huge loan, to demand our entry into the League of 
Nations, to take home a big hag of coin for a series of lectures, 
cr to advise uis how to conduct our domestic affairs. 
For this reason Field Marshal French is thrice welcome.
